struck last week for a wage Increase 
of one cent a pair. The plant, which 
employs 3000 persons, was closed at 
once. 
A committee 
of the 
strikers 


yesterday reached ah agreement with 
the management whereby an increase 
of one-Quarter of 
a cent 
on 'some 


grades of shoes was to bo granted 
and accepted and arrangements were 
made to reopen the factory. 


Tho strikers at a meeting refused 


the 
concessions, 
appointed 
a new 


committee and renewed demands on 
the management. They were refused, 
and the body of strikers then marched 
to the plant of tho Narragansett Co.. 
and ordered the manager, 
Tcrrence 


McCarthy, to grant their demand or 
close up his shop. McCarthy attempt- 
ed to close the doors but the crowd, 
rushed in and ordered the operatives 
to walk out. 
McCarthy said'he. had 


promised a week ago that he would 
grant any concessions allowed by the 
National Co. 
Later In the day, the National India 


Rubber Co. closed down its wire in- 
sulation plant also, throwing SOO ad- 
ditional persons out of employment.

The present municipal council is held 
to great extent responsible for the tax 
rate, but the school committee has th« 
power to make all its own expendi- 
ture?, raise salaries, etc.. independent 
of the municipal council which must 
appropriate the money thus spent.

would provide a separation of the two 
taxes. 


"Regarding plan B, cities of the size 


of Fitchhurg and Lowell should not 
have men elected by districts. I know 
of no good reason why in tlie smaller 
communities they should be so elected. 
I consider 11 too large a body to ex- 
pedite the work of a city government 
There would be too great a division of 
responsibility and not sufficient cen- 
tralization. The citizens at largo can- 
not follow the governmental actions 
of 11 men as closely as they can fol- 
low those of five. A large body also 
affords a better chance for so-called 
log-rolling and petty sectionalism than 
does the smaller body.

devoted himself almost entirety to an- 
swering the charge made by Congress- 
man Rogers relative to his alleged use 
of the attorney general's office to ad- 
vance his private interests.

They reduced the land damage 
claim against the commonwealth from 
1500,000 to J188,COO, and the claimants 
were awarded only $73.000. Mr. Hoars 
firm charged a fee of $13,000 to which 
he said they were entitled, but the at- 
torney general fell back on a techni- 
cality and 
allowed only 
53500. "Mr. 


Rogers sa.ld, "he continued, "that If I 
had thought my charge a fair one. I 
would have brought tmit. 
In this he 


displays his ignorance of the law, for 
In S'ich cases against 
the common- 


wealth there IE no right of jury trial. 
As a matter of fact,we would have had 
to take 55 if the attorney general re- 
fufied to grant us more. 


"In this Mr. Rogers listened to slan- 


derous gossip, as- Senator Lodge did 
when he 
listened to 
those 
baseless 


charges against the president. I have 
always considered him -a 
gentleman, 


and do not blame him personally. Some 
of those interests 
with 
which he is 


aligned have slipped something over on 
him. Today I went to his office and 
in the presence, of a witness gave him 
the facts.

thought him, ho will retract his charges 
against me. 


"Mr. Rogers has said that I am not

"Immigration is an economic Ques- 


tion. 
H has almost' always been an 


economic question, from tho very be- 
ginning. The- first immigrants to this 
country did' come for .religious mo- 
tives; 
but almost Immediately after 


that, it 
was the economic 
lure of 


America on one hand, and tho ceo 
riomic pressure of Europe on the othci 


' "Early Immigration to this country 
was from the north of Europe. It be- 
gan in England, Scotland and Ireland, 
and shifted over to Germany and tho 
Scandinavian countries. 
That early 


immigration, from which our ances- 
tors came, was-lured by economic mo- 
tives. 
It was tho lure of land. The 


immigration that camo subsequently, 
found all the land taken up. The land- 
less immigrants are the servants and 
employes of the land owning immi- 
grants. 
•'Despite tho law 
to prevent 
the 


dumping oh our shdrcs of aliens like- 
ly to become charges, many of thoso 
who conio are helped. Thoy are grub- 
staked. That Is, they arc helped by 
friends who have come before them. 
Probably 80 per cent, are aided 
by 


American immigrants 
who sent the 


money back to bring friends or rela- 
tives over. Besides their passage mon- 
ey, they carry money that has been 
sent to them by friends here. In order 
that they may comply with the law 
which requires them to have enough 
money to start them, usually about 
$36. This Is what they call 
"show 
money." It is not expected that they 
will use it, it is to show to the olti- 
cials when they land here. 
Both Arms Gone 


"Certain causes for exclusion from 
our shores, are mandatory. 
Where 


these mandatory laws do not apply, 
immigrants arc passed on to the board 
of special inquiry, and some of them 
come to mo. The war has given me a 
great deal of wreckage to pass upon. 
They were held up because they were 
usually wounded, 
or did not know 


where they were going. A man named 
Robert Bruce came to me. Both his 
arms were gone. He told me that he 
got off. very easily. He was. a mem- 
ber of a Scotch regiment. At -I o'clock 
they went into battle.
